The Dual Question. 

• 7— — \ 
The interest 'of this qiiest^pn does 

not^ceoBO with tiie termination of the 

local contest. Tliere is at least one 

umore District in wliieh the Dual-pest 
lias shown itself. Our local coutom- 
porary took advantago of its Monday's 
isBuo to mako a statomont Avhich it 
Avoidd not bavo ventui-ed to mako had 
there'bden an' opportunity of exposing 
its utter trntramfulness before the 
eleptors went io the polls. The stuto- 
ment was as follows : " "Wo loaru from 
n momher of the Government that tho 
IjDcal Lof^islaturo -will probably moot 
on llio iiftocnth of November for dis- 

. jmtoh of business, and that Parliaraout 

' wll moot at Ottawa not earlier than 
the liftueuth of February." So far as 
tlio local election is coiu^ornod, tlio au- 
thor of tho above misstatomont is quite 
, , welcome to all the advantage it cavo 
• Him at tho polls; and it would have 

' passed without any comuiout from us 
were it not for tho fact that electors in 
another District might possibly be to 
sonio oxtont misled by it. Last spring, 
wlion tho membors from tho interior 

' Districts were about to repair to tlieir 
homes, a distinct understanding was 
come to between thoin and tho Gov- 

"j^enjment to tho ofToct that the Logisla- 
' sure would not nicot earlier than tho 
middle of Dccouibor. That dato was 

■'agreed upon Biiuply l)ecauso it would 
riot bo convenient for membors rosid- 
inpT in tliB Tiioro romi)t.o diHtricts to oomo 
to tlid Ciiiiital oiuiior. That this uiiJor- 
st.andinp vfuniiins nndiaturhod wo liavo 
tiu! best iMMsiblo authority for Btating. 
Tlicro has not boon tho slightest intima- 
tion or dosiro on tho part of either to do- 
part from tliat arrangomont. Tho asser- 
tion tliiit tho ])ominion Piirliamont "will 
.■ m^ot at Ottawa not earlier "than tho lif- 
• ■ toenth of February " is equally ground- 
less. As stated in previous articles, it is 
tho declared intention of tho Dominion 
OovornTuont to meet tho new Parliament 
jiot iiitor tliau tho first of February. Not 
to i)ut too fine a point on it, tho double 
misstatement was made on tho morning 
of polling day for the purpose of mislead- 
ing electors, knowing that thoro would bo 
no opportunity of contradicting it until 
tho mischief was done. But, let ns not 
forget that it is with tho living present, 
not tho dead past, that wo are called to 
deal. Tho electors of Yalo-Kootonay aro 
invited to elect as their representative in 

•• the House of Comrnons ono who proposes 
continuing to hold a seat in the Local 
Legislature also. We say one, becauso 
we are informed that another candidate, 

JVho is also a nioniber of tho Local Lcgis- 
tt'turc, has distinctly intimated his do- 
torininution to resign his local seat at onco 
, in tho event of election to tho Commons, 
i Now, we invito the oloetors of tho 
important District in question to look 
, at tho. matter in a fair buisness 
spirit and say, as intelligont men, how it 
would be possible for ono man to do jus- 
tice to both positions, no matter what 
might bo his abilities or claims to their 
cimtidonco. To say that tho Local Legis- 
lature will not moot earlier than tho 
middle of December is not to say that it 
,^vfQ^nieet,then. Everybody knows that 
' the Legislature seldom or ever meets at 
tho dull' first named. It is, therefore, far 
nicirc likely that it will not meet till after tho 
holidays, — say the second week in Janu- 
ary. jSut, assuming, for tho sake of ar- 
gument, that the House will moot on the 
10th December, tlio 15tli being Sunday, as 
was sho^vn in previous articles] tho real 
business of tho sossfon could not well bo 
l)t'guu before .Taiuiary, and a two months' 
session would extcml to iMarch, — ono 
month after tho Dominion Parliament 
sliall have met. Under these circumstan- 
ces, in order to attend tho local seaaion 
through, tho Dual member could not ar- 
rive at Ottawa earlier than tho first of 
A]iril, — just two months after tho Federal 
i'lirlianicut woulil have mot. Let us rnp- 
])osi' 11 rli:uij,'(« of jNtinistry hero, and tlio 
(!as() would be worse by three weeks or a 
month. Supi)os(i a dissolution of tho 
Local House, and where would tho Dual- 
ist 1)0 ? I t might ho said that neither of 
thtise contingencies may happen. They 
uiMv not; but then they may, and an argn- 
nu'ot is no stronger than its weakest 
point. From these dates it will bo seou 
that, ev(Mi taking tho view most favorable 
to tho Dualist, and giving him the full 
Loiiolit of every doubt, it will be siraplv 
impossible for ono man to attend Ijoth 
Hou.sos. Let us examine for a little tho 
position of the Dualist who says, "If I 
lind that both Houses will meet at onco 
1 will I'osij^ii my local seat." To start out, 
we cannot believe in the lionesty of this 
"statemeut; sira])ly because ho who makos 
if, is already UKuully ccrlain that both 
Houses will bo in session at tho same 
time.

Now, suppose a notice wiM'e 
iss'ueil ut Ottawa 011 the JTlli .luiniiiry, 
suMiuKUiing I'arliami^nt to meet for dis- 
pat(!h of biisiness on the 1st Fobrnar^-. 
Mr. Diialist'would have just got fairly in- 
to his local work, when called away to his 
iM'deral duties. An election in mid-winter 
would have to bo hold in a District some 
pal ls of whie'h are not vary easy of aci^ess 
at tliul s:^aK)n of tho year. The Hession 
would 1).J well over before over the now 
member could tidto his seat. And what 
about Ottawa? Mr. Dualist, with good 
luck in crossing the Sierra Kovadas, would

relations and ncedyjiioliticians nro to bo 
shelved. Tho people here are prac- 
tical and independent folks and would 
not stand anything of that kind. They 
have a morbid hatred of Bmooth-handod 
outsiders, who wish to gobble up the 
patronage. As an instance of that I 
may mention the appointment of Col. 
Gray; as the Chief Justice. Thoro is 
intense dissatisfaction with it. . Though 
personally popular, and perhaps as 
good a mam as could have been ap- 
I^ointod, tho laAvyors and peoijlo hero 
regard hiia as an interloper, and aro 
not slow to express their opinion that a 
local barrister or Judge should have 
been chosen for the position. I mention 
this in ordej to give tlie Ottawa politi- 
cians ft chance to stoor clear of the 
breakers." Tho alistract propositicm 
hero laiddown is undoubtedly to agreat, 
oxtont correct; but the correspondent 
has boon singularly unfortunate in 
citing a cose to prove it. Thoro can bo 
no doubt that many felt it to bo rather 
hard upon tho legal profession hero that 
a judge should bo imported from an- 
other Province; but it is not truo that 
thoro was "intense dissatisfaction M-ith 
it." On tho contrary, we believe that an 
opposite fooling ]irovailod,that of satiS' 
faction at the infusion of now blood and 
talent into tlio Judiciary.
